Christmas Day was the second morning Tom 
and Kristina Waltz and their two daughters 
awoke at O’Hare, after days of flight delays 
and cancellations that marred their holiday 
travel plans. 

The family from Vancouver, Wash., tried to 
flyout of Portland, Ore., on Sunday but a blast 
of snow and ice prevented them from catch- 
ing a flight for two days. They finally reached 
Chicago, but then were stuck spending two 
nights at a hotel inside O’Hare, unlike oth- 
ers who had to sleep on floors and cots in the 
terminal. They were eager for their Thursday 


evening flight to Miami, where they planned 
to board a Caribbean cruise on Saturday 
“We are checked in” for the flight, Kristina 
Waltz, a teacher, said Thursday morning. 
“We’ll go into the airport, have some lunch 
and play cards some more.” 

The Waltzes were not alone. On 
Wednesday, more than loo flights were can- 
celed at O’Hare, the nation’s second busiest 
airport, as airports across the country recov- 
ered from winter storms. 

Elsewhere, deep snow was still causing 
travel problems on Christmas Day in the 
West, where the National Weather Service 


posted winter storm warnings and advisories 
for large sections. 

Nearly a dozen flights were canceled 
Thursday at O’Hare, but no delays were 
reported. Midway had no delays or cancella- 
tions, according to the aviation department. 

One American Airlines plane left a gate 
at O’Hare but hit an icy patch while turn- 
ing onto a runway and slid sideways into the 
grass. There were no injuries, but the 54 pas- 
sengers had to be put on other Christmas 
Eve flights. 

Though cancellations dropped off 
from more than 500 a day earlier and 


at O’Hare still requested 75 cots 
for passengers Wednesday night, said 
Greg Cunningham, a Chicago aviation 
department spokesman. Some people 
slept on the floor. 

The temperature outside the terminal 
fell to zero, with a windchill of 9 below, 
the National Weather Service said.

O’ HOLY 
POTHOLE! 

With 300 complaints per day, 

the city’s annual bumpy ride has arrived

Chicago motorists may feel they’re swerving more than usual to avoid 
those potholes that can resemble small craters, but guess what? The 
worst is yet to come. 

Late December is typically the start of pothole season, as its rapid 
temperature fluctuations (“freeze-and-thaw cycles” is the term of art) 
wreak havoc on pavement. 

Take this week: We started out with subzero temperatures, which 
rose to the mid-30s Wednesday Temperatures dipped below freezing 
again Thursday and are expected to be followed by a rapid warm-up that 
could push us into the 40s Eriday Sounds like a recipe for potholes. 

So far, according to city statistics, December has been, if not quite 
smooth sailing, then at least no bumpier than usual. As of Tuesday, pot- 
hole complaints were holding steady— about 300 pothole calls per day 
through the city’s 31 1 line. 

Maybe a recentlyresurfaced Lake Shore Drive, infamous for potholes 
that could jar bus passengers out of their seats, gets part of the credit. 
But Brian Steele, a Chicago Department of Transportation spokesman 
called those complaints a “very small number” considering the 3,800 
miles of streets that city pothole crews monitor. 

Of course, Steele acknowledged, “It’s possible we’ll see the numbers 
go up.” 

Eor his part. Streets and Sanitation Commissioner Michael Picardi 
expressed relief that the topic of his news conference on Wednesday 
was snow removal and not potholes. 

“Not my responsibility— thank God!” Picardi joked.

Meat plant blaze 

Firefighters battled a 
3-alarm fire Thursday at a fat 
reprocessing plant on the 
South Side.

Capone’s house 
to hit the market 


Want to own a notorious piece of Chicago 
history? 

The modest, red-brick home once owned 
by Al Capone is expected to hit the market 
this spring for an estimated $450,000, mark- 
ing a new chapter for the infamous South Side 
landmark that has had just two owners since 
the death of Capone’s mother in 1952. 

“I think there’s some value in the home’s 
history,” said Barbara Hogsette, 71, who has 
lived in the house since 1963 but plans to relo- 
cate to California next year to be closer to her 
son. “But I don’t think that history means the 
same thing to everyone who might be inter- 
ested in buying it.” 

For more than a century, the two-fiat home 
with large bay windows has stood near the cor- 
ner of 72nd Street and South Prairie Avenue 
in Park Manor. Cook County records show 
the Capones bought the home for $5,500 in 
August 1923. 


Al Capone was in his early 20s when his 
family moved from Brooklyn to Chicago, 
but he already was building his legend. His 
bootlegging, gambling and prostitution 
enterprises were famously headquartered 
in Cicero and later moved to a suite in the 
old Lexington Hotel at Cermak Road and 
Michigan Avenue. 

Police kept a close eye on Capone. In a story 
that appeared in the Tribune in December 
1927, Capone was described as being held cap- 
tive in the home by police who intended to 
arrest the mob boss if he stepped outside. 

Capone later left the home without being 
arrested, and it would be four more turbu- 
lent years in Chicago before he was indicted 
on tax evasion charges and was taken off the 
streets for good. Capone died in 1947, but his 
mother remained in the home until her death 
five years later, at which point the property 
was taken over by a local bank.

The encounter usu- 
ally means a bite of 
fish and, sometimes, 
a home. 

For the humans, it’s another step toward 
solving the seemingly intractable problem of 
feral cats in Chicago. 

“We’ve put them in this situation,” said 
Chalcraft, an animal behaviorist who is part 
of a small but committed army of volunteers 
tending to the strays. “We’ve domesticated 
them and then just let them loose.” 

With cage traps ready, the “caregivers” 
catch strays and take them to be spayed or 
neutered, vaccinated and treated for disease.

Festivus for 
the rest of us! 

The debate over religious displays in the 
Illinois Capitol’s rotunda took a farcical turn 
this week when a boarding school student put 
up an aluminum pole to honor Festivus.

The pole is a Christmas tree- 
like symbol, and semi-ironic celebrations of 
Festivus, usually observed on Dec. 23, include 
such traditions as the ‘Airing of Grievances” 
and the “Feats of Strength.” 

Michael Tennenhouse, 18, said he was 
home in Springfield on winter break, taking in 
impeachment hearings at the Capitol, when 
he came across a nativity scene, a menorah 
and an atheist group’s display in the rotunda. 
The exhibits have stirred up controversies, all 
of which struck Tennenhouse as silly 

So when Tennenhouse filled out an applica- 
tion to put up the Festivus pole (“the lady burst 
out laughing”), it was approved the same day 

Tennenhouse found a blue aluminum pole 
(Festivus poles are to be “unadorned”) that 
was part of a pool skimmer and stuck it in a 
Christmas tree holder.

DIY DNA 


Genetic engineering growing 
among the garageologists set 


The Apple computer was invented in 
a garage. Same with the Google search 
engine. Now, tinkerers are working at 
home with the basic building blocks of 
life itself 

Using homemade lab equipment and 
the wealth of scientific knowledge avail- 
able online, these hobbyists are trying 
to create new life forms through genetic 
engineering— a field long dominated by 
PhDs toiling in university and corporate 
laboratories. 

In her San Francisco dining room lab. 


for example, 31-year-old computer pro- 
grammer Meredith Patterson is trying to 
develop genetically altered yogurt bacteria 
that will glow green to signal the presence 
of melamine, the chemical that turned 
Chinese-made baby formula and pet food 
deadly 

“People can really work on projects for 
the good of humanity while learning about 
something they want to learn about in the 
process,” she said. 

So far, no major gene-splicing discover- 
ies have come out a kitchen or garage. 


But critics of the movement worry that 
these amateurs could one day unleash 
an environmental or medical disaster. 
Defenders say the future Bill Gates of bio- 
tech could be developing a cure for cancer 
in the garage. 

Many of these amateurs may have stud- 
ied biology in college but have no advanced 
degrees and are not earning a living in the 
biotechnology field. Some proudly call 
themselves “biohackers” — innovators who 
push technological boundaries and put the 
spread of knowledge before profits.

Last September, while returning from a show 
in Athens, Ohio, Oh My God’s 
tour van was struck head-on by 
a vehicle that drifted over the 
center line and directly into 
its path. The impact killed the 
other driver, totaled the band’s 
tour van and left its members 
suffering from multiple injuries 
that required countless months 
of rehabilitation. 

Now, more than a year removed from the 
collision, the band’s current members— 
organist Ig, bassist Billy O’Neill, drum- 
mer Dathan DeVore and guitarist Anthony 
Gravino— are recording with an eye on a 
spring 2009 release. Ig phoned to discuss the 
accident, the band’s recovery and how the 
incident has affected the group’s material. 

I bet you’re ready for this year to end. 

We didn’t have a good year. It was a long, 
cold winter sitting around doing physical 
therapy 

The crash was pretty bad then? 

{After the accident} our drummer {Bish} 
basically retired, which was too bad because 
he was an exceptional drummer. His reasons 
were as much emotional and mental as phys- 
ical, if not more so. Within our ranks, that 


was the real tragedy of the whole thing. 

This isn’t the band’s first major 
mishap, even if it is the most 
severe. 

We’ve had three major situ- 
ations happen to us after the 
first show of a tour. There was 
one time where we did the first 
show and then got all our stuff 
ripped off in Buffalo. We had 
another time where we did 
one show, and the van got rear-ended and the 
repairs {cost} $4,000. This accident, too, was 
after the first show of a tour. A friend said we 
should start booking a phantom first gig that 
doesn’t exist just to trick the gods. 

Did the accident have any effect on the new 
material you’re working on? 

It was a heavy year for a couple of us. I had 
the accident, and then a couple months later 
I had a child. Billy has had some domestic 
problems ... I think the package deal of that 
has certainly influenced some of Billy’s lyr- 
ics. He’s got some sadness and regrets and 
big questions about the future. But there’s 
a certain joyousness in what we’re doing. 
We’re doing what we love and, if anything, 
we feel more compelled to play and record. 
Life is short, and it feels really meaningful to 
be working on songs again.

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Dog days for Wilson 



The Philadelphia Inquirer 

Owen Wilson, a golden retriever among actors, 
admits that he based his slacker dude in “'You, Me 
and Dupree” on Blue, the chocolate Labrador of 
his boyhood. 

“Dupree had the personality of a dog. 'You love 
him in spite of himself,” said the actor, who has gone 
from playing like a Lab to playing opposite one in 
“Marley & Me,” which opened Christmas Day 

Wilson stars— with 
Jennifer Aniston— 
as journalist John 
Grogan, author of the 
bittersweet best seller 
chronicling what he 
learned from his mis- 
chievous pooch. The 
Oscar- no min a ted 
screenwriter and actor brings to the role more 
than a few life lessons learned from Garcia, his 
Australian cattle dog. 

“The main thing my dog taught me to value is to 
be in the moment,” said Wilson, 40, traces of Texas 
twang lingering in his voice. 

“Owen speaks slowly, but his mind is quick,” 
says “Marley” director David Frankel, who ranks 
Wilson as “a great improviser,” up there with 
Meryl Streep. 

‘And when you’re working with dogs, you have 
to throw away the script,” says Frankel, praising 
Wilson’s rapport with his canine co-stars, which 
included being on the receiving end of a tongue 
bath. 

This is the writer and actor whose character 
Dignan in “Bottle Rocket” warned, “Be sensitive 
to the fact that other people are not comfortable 
talking about emotional disturbances. Um, Fm 
fine with that, but— other people.” 

Since pulling himself out of the despair that led 
to an alleged suicide attempt in 2007, 'Wilson’s fam- 
ily sustainers are his parents and brothers Andrew 
and Luke, both actors. His No. i friend is filmmaker 
Wes Anderson, with whom he co-wrote the scripts 
to “Bottle Rocket,” “Rushmore” and “The Royal 
Tenenbaums,” the last earning them an Oscar bid. 

Movies? Wilson, like Kevin Smith and Quentin 


Tarantino, is of the “Clerks” generation, filmmak- 
ers who learned film history while working the 
rental counter at a video emporium (in Wilson’s 
case, a Dallas Blockbuster). 

“For me, acting and writing are alike in some 
ways. I always try to find a different way of saying 
something. It’s nice to try different things, to feel 
that energy of saying something fresh,” he said. 

As Anderson once noted, “Owen is not con- 
cerned with how to play a scene, but with how he 
can improve it.” 

This may endear the actor to his directors, but 
it has been known to irritate co-stars, including 
brother Luke, who on “Bottle Rocket” snapped, 
“Why don’t you just say the lines the way you wrote 
them?” 


He got a taste of his own medicine on “Marley” 
where it took 22 Labs to play the dog. 'VGlson couldn’t 
say the lines as written because the canine co-stars 
proved as unpredictable as Luke found him. 

“Owen played off the dog,” said animal trainer 
Mathilde DeCagny wrangler of Clyde, who was 
cast as “Bad Marley,” the one who eats couches and 
swallows necklaces. 

But Wilson says that WC. Fields was only par- 
tially correct when he said actors should never 
work with animals or children, those diabolical 
upstagers. 

“Uh, I think he might have been right about 
children. Because when a baby’s done with a scene, 
he’s done,” Wilson said. “Dogs are better trained— 
they’ll give you that extra take.”

The title of John Grogan’s 
memoir is a warning: 
“Marley & Me: Life and 
Love with the World’s

But to Larry Madrid, 
animal trainer for the 
movies, including the 
film of Grogan’s book, 
the gauntlet had been 
thrown down. 

“World’s worst dog? I 
can train that.’’ 

It took 22 Labs of 
various sizes and 
temperaments to film 
“Marley & Me,’’ which was 
shot in Miami and other 
parts of southern Florida 
last winter. Madrid, who 
handled hawks for “3:10 
to Yuma,’’ crows for 
“Charlotte’s Web’’ and 
everything but roaches 
in “Enchanted,” had it 
pretty easy for this shoot. 

“Personality-wise, 
yellow Labs are pretty 
outgoing and full of 
it,” he said. But it takes 
multiple dogs to give a 
single animal a multi- 
faceted, multi-tricks 
“performance” for a 
movie. 

Madrid has words 
of advice for anyone 
interested in adopting 
a Lab. 

“Make sure you have 
enough space or time for 
a Lab,” Madrid said. “If 
you don’t have the space 
for a Lab, do you have 
the time to take them 
someplace where they 
can run and jump in the 
water?

It might seem odd to see transvestite come- 
dian Eddie Izzard in a WWII thriller, but the 
Emmy-winning British actor says he is very 
well versed in the ways of war. 

Izzard, best known for his one-man shows 
and for his TV show “The Riches,” spoke 
recently with RedEye in New York about 
playing Gen. Erich Eellgiebel, a Nazi officer 
involved in a plot to assassinate Adolf LFitler, in 
“Valkyrie.” The movie is currently in theaters. 

When did you develop this interest in military 
history? 

When I was a child, my father had all these 
books on history I was never really good in 
history at school, but I liked the details of it. 

I believe that you can read the future easier if 
you know the past. We keep making the same 
stupid mistakes. I find that interesting and 
how we change without changing. And I was 
really into WWII. I’m actually a transvestite, 
so I had to know about military history I was 
going to be in the army (Laughs.) 

How much did you know about this story 
beforehand? 

I knew it existed. I knew about {Col. Claus] 
von Stauffenberg (Tom Cruise). I knew that 
the briefcase {containing a bomb intended 
to kill Hitler] had gone to the wrong side of 
his chair leg.

On “The Riches,” you played a con man going 
through a midlife crisis. How are you preparing 
for your own? 

I had it in my twenties. Being transvestite, 
that’s enough of a midlife crisis. I couldn’t 
get my career going. So I’m actually done. 

What’s the most outrageous thing you’ve done 
on stage? 

I don’t really do outrage. I will go with the 
flow, but I’m not really an outrageous char- 
acter. People think, yes, he wears makeup 
so therefore he’s outrageous. The truth is 
that I’m the most boring transvestite you’ve 
ever met. So, the most outrageous thing 
was coming out and then telling people I’m 
going to be doing this in makeup and wear- 
ing a dress to a gig. So it wasn’t really outra- 
geous— more like scary!
